MINUTES OF THE First MEETING OF THE STRAFFORD COUNTY 

DELEGATES. 

The meeting was called to order in section four in the 
House of Representatives, with Otis of Dover as temporary 
chairman. 

The organization was perfected by the election of Michael 
O’Malley of Somersworth as permanent chairman and Frank 
Shapleigh of Middleton as secretary. | 

It was decided to meet as a delegation and inspect the 
County Institutions as a date to be fixed by the chairman. 

On motion the meeting was adjourned, subject to call of 
the chairman.

At the call of the chairman the Strafford County Delegates 
met at the County Farm on February 6 and inspected the 
buildings and heard the recommendations of the County 
Commissioners. On motion roll call was dispensed with. 

Chairman Hanson of the County Commissioners when 
called upon stated that the county reports for the current 
year were in the hands of the printer,and asked that all rec- 
ommendations expected from the County Commissioners be 
postponed until a later date; his request was granted without 
opposition. 

Shapleigh of Middleton moved to authorize the chairman 
to appoint five members of the delegation as a committee, 
to visit within a reasonable time, the other institutions of the 
County. 

Motion carried. The chairman deferred the appoint- 
ment of said committee until some future date.

Of the three propositions we would recommend for your 
consideration the appropriation of Eleven Thousand Dol- 
lars ($11,000.00) for the first proposal of fire-proofing the 
two rooms now in use by the Register of Probate and the 
Register of Deeds and general repairs to the building, which 
sum will put the building in good condition and make suit- 
able for county use for, at least, twenty years. 

We would also recommend an appropriation of Five 
Hundred Dollars ($500.00) for carrying on the work of re- 
indexing in Register of Deeds office for the two years.

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To the Members of Strafford County Delegation. 


Gentle-men :— 

Your Special Committee appointed to look at the County 
Jail and Court House have attended to their duties and 
make the following report. That the Jail needs to be painted 
and the floors concreted and the estimate in the County 
Commissioners’ recommendations will take care of same. 

Your Committee would also recommend that the rooms of 
the Register of Probate and Deeds be made fireproof and the 
different. offices overhauled, and would further recommend 
that that part of the Commissioners’ recommendation ap- 
propriating $11,000 for same be adopted.

Moved by George H. Sherry that report be adopted. 
Motion carried. On motion of Mr. Otis it was voted to take 
up the list of appropriations in order. 

Mr. Daniels offered the following resolution :— 

“Be it resolved; that the sum of $75,000.00, seventy-five 
thousand dollars, be and hereby is appropriated for the 
years 1912 and 19138, each for the County of Strafford, and 
the sum of $56,000.00, fifty-six thousand dollars, be 
raised by taxation.” 

On motion of Mr. Knox resolution was adopted. 

Moved by Mr. Foss that the County Commissioners be 
empowered to use such money as may be available to pay 
bonds due. Motion carried. 

Mr. ‘Maguire offered the following resolution :— 

“Be it Resolved; That the sum of $11,000, eleven 
thousand dollars, be and hereby is appropriated for making 
the rooms of the Register of Deeds and Register of Probate, 
fireproof, and other general repairs to the Court House; 
such sum shall be spent in the year 1911; and the County 
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Commissioners are hereby authorized to hire by note, or 
notes, a sum not to exceed $11,000.00, eleven thousand 
Dollars, and interest not to exceed 4 per cent, in behalf of 
the County of Strafford. 

On motion of Mr. George H. Sherry the above resolution 
was adopted. 

At this point Mr. Edward J. Richardson of Dover ap- 
peared before the delegation and explained plans relating to 
repairs on Court House and cost of same. 

The Commissioners were instructed to ask the Register of 
Deeds to remove all his pictures and paints from County 
Court House. 

Moved by Mr. Felker that a bill similar to the Rocking- 
ham County bill passed by the Legislature relating to plac- 
ing County money at interest be adopted by Strafford County 
delegation. Motion carried. 

Moved by Mr. Daniels that Mr. Felker draft a bill for 
the placing of County money at interest and present the 
same to the Judiciary Committee. Motion carried. 

Mr. Edgerly moved that the following resolution be 
adopted :— 

“Be it Resolved; That the sum of $500.00, five hundred 
dollars, be and hereby is appropriated for the re-indexing in 
Register of Deeds office for the two years.’’ On motion of Mr. 
Daniels the following amendment was offered to the above 
resolution; ‘‘That the Register of Deeds re-index back to 
and including the year 1800 for the sum of $500.00, five 
hundred dollars.”’ Resolution passed as amended. 

Meeting adjourned subject to the call of the chair.

COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 


To THE CITIZENS OF STRAFFORD COUNTY: 


In accordance with the laws of the State of New}Hamp- 
shire, herein is contained the report of the County Commis- 
sioners for the year ending Dec. 31, 1911, together with a 
statement of the financizl standing of the ‘county and a re- 
port of the various county officers. 

The County Farm during the past year has continued 
under the able direction of Mr. Edward A. Willandas Supt., 
and Mrs. Edward A Willand as Matron. Results in all things 
are what determine a person’s worth and in summing up the 
heads of this institution we invite you to inspect the several 
buildings and see the way things are conducted, and also to 
see how tenderly those less fortunate are cared for. 

In the Alms House much repairing was needed, the floors 
and ceilings in some parts of the building were in very bad 
shape; to remedy this new hard wood flooring has been laid 
in the two dining rooms used by the inmates, in five of the 
the sleeping rooms in the men’s department and in one of the 
large chambers in the Supt’s department. New steel ceilings 
have been put in the parlor and Supt.’s office and in the hall- 
ways in the Supt’s. part of the house. The dining room, 
parlor, office and lower hall have been painted and papered. 
The only repairs found necessary in the Power House was the 
laying of a hard wood ffoor. 

Owing to the unsafe condition of the tie-up in the cattle 
barn, it was necessary to build practically a new tie-up, as 
we have been forced to lay new timber and a new flooring the 
entire length. 

It has been our endeavour to put the piggery all under one 
roof and to improve the looks of the farm buildings in general 
by avoiding a number of small buildings of different sizes, to 
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accomplish this it has been necessary to remove a small 
building, do a considerable amount of grading, and erect a 
building 32 ft. long as an addition to the old piggery. The 
_ rotted condition of the old piggery required new sills and a 
new floor. 

The water pressure at the House of Correction is not of 
sufficient pressure to succesfully operate the type of closets 
which were in use in this building, consequently it has 
been necessary to remove the old closets and substitute more 
suitable ones. We find that the change not only im- 
proves sanitary conditions in this building but is the remedy 
for an unnecessary waste of water. 

It has been considered expedient to build two new hydrant 
houses large enough to hold the necessary wrenches and 
sufficient hose to reach the various buildings,heretofore the 
hose and necessary wrenches have been kept over the engine 
room. It can readily be seen that valuable time is lost in con- 
veying and coupling of hose to the hydrant. Under this new 
plan we not only hope to get water to a fire a good deal quick- 
er but also to eliminate the possibility of having to contend 
with frozen hydrants. 

One hundred feet of new hose has been added this year. 
Hight new fire extinguishers have been placed at points of 
advantage in the several buildings. 


COUNTY POOR AWAY FROM FARM. 


In a good many cases where there is a need of outside as- 
sistance it is cheaper for the County and better for those 
needing aid that they should be helped in theit own homes, 
rather than taken to the Farm. In on part of the work of 
the Commissioners is there need of a more careful watch 
being kept than in this branch of the work, aiding the needy. 
Each application for help need careful investiagtion and it 
takes much time and attention for each individual case, and 
sven after all this care we hardly feel that we are perfectly 
eatisfied with results. Under this head is included the sol- 
dier and his widow when in need of help.

COURT HOUSE. 


At a meeting of the Strafford County Delegation an ap- 
propriation of $11,000, was made for repairs and improve- 
ments on the Court House. : 

Most of the work has been let out by contract. The com- 
mission has in every case endeavoured to have the work done 
by responsible firms, and the results that are obtained in- 
dicate that we made no error in our choice. 

The woodwork ,walls and ceilings of the entire building 
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have been cleaned and painted. The building has been wired 
throughout for electric lights and neat combination gas and 
electric fixtures placed in position. 

The Court Room has been changed considerably, the 
raised seats have been removed and the floor placed on a 
level, with the exception of the Judges’ Bench, the desk for 
the Clerk of Court and the Jury seats which are slightly 
elevated. The room is lighted by a large chandelier carry- 
ing 16 electric lights; 8 combination lights are placed at var- 
ious places on the wall. The inside blinds have been fe- 
removed and green shades used in their place. The floor 
is covered with a thick, brown colored linoleum. 

The rooms of Register of Deeds and Register of Probate 
have been remodeled, the floors,walls and ceilings are of fire- 
proof material, steel desks replace the old wooden ones and 
the cases and files are of the latest design, making a flreproof 
and convenient receptacle for the preservation of valuable 
documents: 

The work at the County Jail has been mostly in the line of 
sanitation. The closet which adjoined each cell to the num- 
ber of 20 have been removed, and there has been built 2 new 
closets one on each walk which seems to meet the needs of an 
institution of this size. Not only has this improved the 
sanitary condition for those unfortunate enough to have to 
remain here, but it has meant a large saving in the water bill. 
The interior of the jail has been painted, the prisoners doing 
the work.

Report of Superintendent of Strafford County 
Farm and House of Correction. 


Dover, N. H., JANuary 1, 1912. 
To THe Boarp or County COMMISSIONERS:— 

GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit my report as Superin- 
tendent of the Strafford County Farm and House of Cor- 
rection for the year ending Dec. 31, 1911. 

The harvest of crops, in view of the dry season, the late 
spring, and unusually early frost was very satisfactory. 
The dairy results, taking into account the large amount of 
milk, butter, etc., which is consumed at the farm are ex- 
ceptionally good, and the prospect for the coming year 
is even brighter. ‘The dairy herd is in far better condition 
now than at any time during the last few years. 

It became necessary this year to make many sorely-needed 
repairs both in the house and through the out-buildings as 
follows:—new floors, steel ceilings, and painting in the 
Superintendent’s department; new timbers, and floorings 
at the barn; repairs and a new building at the piggery. All 
these, though much needed, have made additional expense 
to a considerable item. 

During this year a large number of the poor, formerly 
cared for by the cities and towns, have been sent to the 
farm. ‘This is surely a wise policy, in that it lessons the 
pauper acccount in the respective cities and towns, and the 
poor can be supported at the farm at much less cost. At 
the same time, in justice to our expenses, it can be seen that 
this throws additional expense upon the County Farm. 
_ If this policy is to hold, and there is no doubt that it is a 
wise course to pursue, then it seems more and more urgent 
that better equipment should be provided at the farm for 
the care of these people, nearly all of whom are aged, infirm, 
and sick. 
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Now, gentlemen, permit me to thank you publicly for the 
pleasure I receive from my association and work with you. 
Allow me to say, that your weekly visits tothe farm are a 
delight and comfort to the old and sick people under our 
charge. 

I am indebted to our Chaplain, the Rev. Mr. Cummings, 
to our physician, Dr. J. J. Morin, and to all my assistants at 
the farm for faithful and generous support in their various 
departments. My thanks are hereby extended to them all. 

The Chaplain has from time to time brought friends from 
his church at Gonic who have furnished pleasing music at 
our Sunday services and in the sick rooms. 

The W. C. T. U., paid a visit to our institution, bringing 
to our inmates sunshine and cheer and substantial gifts as 
well. 

To all these friends and helpers, I esteem it a great pleasure 
to extend publicly my sincere thanks.

** After the death of said Levi Newell Sawyer I direct 
the said Fred H. Sturtevant and John H. Nealley of 
said Dover to sell said homestead and from the net pro- 
ceeds thereof, if the same shall equal five thousand dol-

‘‘T give and bequeath unto the City of Dover, in said 
State of New Hampshire, the sum of three thousand 
dollars for the purpose of erecting and forever maintain- 
ing in proper condition and state of repair an iron ob- 
servatory on its real estate on top of that part of Garri- 
son Hill, known in ancient records as Varney Hill, in 
said Dover; also the sum of five hundred dollars for the 
purpose of constructing and forever maintaining in 
proper condition and state of repair suitable approaches 
from Central avenue in said Dover to the park herein 
described ; also four thousand dollars in trust, the in- 
come thereof to be expended by said City of Dover in 
providing, beautifying and properly caring for forever a 
park on top of that part of said Garrison Hill now 
owned by said city of Dover, and also, if necessary, for 
the proper care of said observatory; said observatory 
shall be kept painted and shall have upon it in an ap- 
propriate place the words ‘‘The Joseph Bowen Sawyer 
Memorial.’’ This bequest is made to said city upon the 
express condition that the said City of Dover, shall 
within two years from the date of my death, erect and 
put in proper condition said iron observatory on its real 
estate on the top of that part of Garrison Hill, known 
in ancient records as Varney Hill, in said City of Dover; 
shall also construct and put in proper condition suita- 
ble approaches from Central avenue in said Dover to 
the park described in said fitth item, and shall also 
beautify and put in proper condition said park. In case 
the said City of Dover shall fail within said two years 
to comply with the express condition above mentioned 
as to said iron observatory, suitable approaches, beauti- 
fying, and putting in proper condition said park, then 
said bequest of all said moneys under said fifth item of

Commonwealth of Massachusetts, said bequest to be 
known as the ‘‘Hannah Pinkham Sawyer Memorial 
Fund,” 


Clause Sixth of said Will:— 


‘I give and bequeath unto the Trustees of Pine Hill 
Cemetery in said Dover the sum of two hundred dollars 
in trust, the income thereof to be expended in forever 
caring for the Walter Sawyer lot in Pine Hill Cemetery 
in said Dover, in which lot my late husband is buried.”’ 


Clause Highth of said Will: 


‘““And the balance remaining, if any, from the net 
proceeds of the sale of said house and from said ten 
thousand eight hundred dollars, after providing for the 
trusts and legacy mentioned in items four and five re- 
spectively of this will, I give in equal shares unto the 
Children’s Home, situate on Locust street, in said 
Dover, and unto the Wentworth Home for the Aged; 
the income of the principal bequeathed to the latter to 
be used by the Trustees of said Home ip paying the en- 
trance fee to said Home for worthy eligible poor who 
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have no oneto help them, and who would otherwise 
become public charges.”’

Sunderland for himself, his heirs and assigns, covenants 
and grants with and to the said Fred H. Roberts that it 
shall be lawful for him, his heirs and assigns, and their 
agents and servants, from time to time to enter upon 
the premises of the said James J. Sunderland, situate 
on the road leading from Dover to Dover Point in said 
city, county and state, for the purpose of constructing, 
maintaining and repairing a line of water pipe leading 
from a spring situate on the easterly side of the house 
of the said James J. Sunderland to a watering-trough 
to be placed on the southerly side of the road leading 
from Dover to Dover Point, so-called; also the right 
to lay, maintain and repair another pipe connecting the 
above described line with another spring situate in a 
westerly direction on said premises, providing that the 
same may become necessary to supply a_ sufficient 
amount of water in said trough for man or beast. And
